Bills  have  been  introduced  in  the  Illinois 
General  Assembly  calling  for  motor  vehicle 
inspection  and  re-examination  of  drivers. 

According  to  Secretary  of  State  Paul 
Powell,  these  are  two  areas  in  which  the 
state  is  jacking  in  order  to  satisfy  minimum 
federal  requirements  which  will  determine 
how  much  federal  money  the  state  will  get 
for  highway  construction  and  local  highway 
safety  programs. 

We  agree  that  federal  funds  are  important 
to  state  highway  programs,  but  we  feel  that 
a  more  important  consideration  is  safety  on 
our  roads  and  highways. 

The  need  for  motor  vehicle  inspection 
was  emphasized  last  summer  when  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  secretary’s  staff  conducted  vol¬ 
untary  checks  in  36  Illinois  communities. 
Of  the  1 8,453  cars  checked,  50  per  cent 
were  rejected  as  unsafe  because  of  one  or 
more  defects.  The  car  owners  who  volun¬ 
teered  obviously  were  interested  in  their 
safety  and  the  safety  of  others  on  the  high¬ 
ways.  The  percentage  of  failure  no  doubt 
would  have  been  higher  if  the  checks  in¬ 
cluded  car  owners  who  do  not  care. 

The  driver  re-examination  proposalxalls 
for  re-examination  every  10  years.  Drivers 
licenses  would  be  valid  for  five  years,  in¬ 
stead  of  the  present  three  years,  and  the  fee 
would  be  $10  instead  of  the  present  $3, 
with  $7  going  to  the  driver  education  fund.
